Ik  is  not  common  knowledge.  «xcaf4 
to  those  familiar  with  ilwtnctl  and 
telephone  history ,  that  the  first  trtepb*© 
was  constructed  in  Racine,  Wia.,  mA 
that  the  inventor,  Dr.  &  D.  OnahmSP. 
is  now  ■  resident  of  Chicago.  His  offlsss 
an  in  the  Stock  Exchange  building. 
Here  the  venerable  inventor,  who  hall* 
the  first  telegraph  linea  in  this  port  o t 
the  “far  west,”  pursues  hi*  business 
with  more  alertness  in  affairs  than  the 
average  young  man. 

In  a  comer  of  the  room  la  a  large, 
worn  piece  of  muslin,  on  which  Is 
painted  in  thin  color  a  representation  of 
a  telegraph  line  stretching  gway  in 
distance,  connected  with  a  crude  iustni 
ment  sot  on  two  logs,  near  which  a  frog 
la  sitting  by  a  stream.  This  old  relic 
represents  the  telegraph  line  of  “good 
cedar  posts”  which  Dr.  Cushman  in¬ 
structed  west  from  Racine  fear  the  ESrie 
and  Michigan  Telegraph  company  m 
1851,  nod  the  experimental  lightning 
arrester  which  led  to  his  diiwovery.  , 

It  is  a  reminder  of  the  days  when  Dr. 
Cushman  was  associated  with  Profesgor 
Morse  In  the  pioneer  days  of  telegraplgr. 
On  his  desk  is  the  first  telephone  trans¬ 
mitter,  constructed  in  1851,  26  years  be¬ 
fore  the  Bell  patents  were  taken  out.  It 
is  a  small,  square  box,  with  a  speaking 
orifice  and  containing  a  mechanism  on 
the  same  principle  as  that  of  the  modem 
transmitter. 

In  1 854  Dr.  Cushman  undertook  the 
ccaistruction  of  a  lightning  arrester,  tyg 
object  being  to  take  the  lightning  that 
stfuck  the  wire  and  run  it  into  the 
ground,  the  instrument  being  so  oaW- 
strueted  that  It  would  not  interfere  with 
the  light  current  used  in  telegraph  ilk 
This  instrument  was  placed  out  on  toe 
prairie  on  two  logs,  and  in  order  to 
know  when  it  hod  operated  a  tripe 
magnet,  with  a  sheet  of  thin  iron  at 
the  poles,  similar  in  construction  to  a 
modern  “receiver,”  was  placed  in  the 
ctmer  of  the  box.  In  case  the  lfghtnlif . 
passed  through  the  instrument  the  eWo- 
tro  magnet  would  pull  this  strip  of  irpn 
down  into  the  range  of  a  permanent 
magnet,  which  would  retain  it  until  tbs
